In self de- 
fence, we would be forced to sweep them 
from the land Instead of the white man 
shielding and protecting them in the enjoy- 
ment of every rational pleasure, he would 
necessarily become their deadly enemy the 
designs of that benevolent being who 
watches overall, would be thwarted; love 
would no longer arise from the diacharge 
of the reciprocal duties of protection and 
obedience, to hallow the relations of master 
and slave; but a conflict of interest would 
daze forth, as short, bloody, and fatal 
as when the lion seizes his prey and rends 
i pieces. Is this your scheme of benev- 
olence and charity? Wretched and mis- 
guided enthusiasts' you are kindling your 
torches in magazines, who*" explosion 
would shake the earth, and destroy tho ob- 
ects of your compassion. Such is the fa- 
st scheme of the abol tionists — beginning 
n robbing of die masters, and ending in 
the extermination of tin slave. 

We will now turn our attention to the 
gradual eniancipntoi. We will not pause 
Ui notice the puerile schemes of enthusias- 
tic philanthropists, for the purchase and col- 
oni/ation of 1*3,000 slaves in Kentucky, 
on the shores of their native land in Libe. 
ris. They are empty and intangible 
dreams, and visions of a disordered imagi 
nation. When the purchase money ia 
ready, and the fleet '» prepared upon the 
(iulf of Mexico, it will be time enough to 
talk about it; then it v. ill be time to discuss 
the <|U3stion of morals involved in ihe for 
ciblo removal of 182,258 persons, men, 
women and children, old and young, to the 
distant shoies and untried climate of Africa. 

Tlie only practical plan of emancipation 
is that heretofore adopted in the free States 
of America; and we will now endeavor to 
show the effects which will follow its adou 
Uon in Kentucky. This plan is simply 
this. "To declare all slaves nov 
or who are born before a 



negroes, whilst'refusing to recognise a slave- 
holder as a Christian, upon 0e ground that 
Christ was an Aboliuonist, bat afraid to say 
so, to die Uouiau people and Augustus C<e- 
sar. 

This plan would be equally practical 
now, and would make our leiiler charities 
equally economical and pajkyeniial, if it 
were not for one startling araJ terrific facl. 
There trill be no maikit open fur Vie sale 
of them. The doors of slave Slates, in the 
South, will, in self defence, t>e closed up- 
on us. The alulilioiiists ha}\e barred us 
from the Territories. They »n seeking to 
couceiiiiate the Slaves, and to circumscribe 
their limits, regaidiessof circunisiances, and 
a poi lemons future. Oor cii/ens would 
theiefoie be forced to emigrate, ttut they 
may carry wuh diem tlieir fsoptity rathei 
than km it. > v 

An immense emigration of useful and 
vvordiy citizens would theretoio l>e the fust 
effect of diis wise iiieastue. wi.h an uluinato 
loss to the Slate, of (he full value of (wo 
thirds ol the negro population of ker.tui ky. 
This loss would be about llmleen millions 
of dollars. 

The second e fleet of ihia generous and 
noble scheme, would be tint alioiJt two 
thirds of the slaves, who are now happily 
located in Kentucky, would hi curried into 
Southern Slates for die cults, ation of Cot- 
ton, Sugar and Bice. Accutlo.ned to the 
pursuits and genial climate ui our State, it 
would perhaps be a fair estuiute to suppose 
that every eighth or tenth men, woman and 
I 1 1.1, would tall u victim to tne prevailing 
epidemics and diseases of warmei latitudes. 

20,000 people would thus .he nnserably 
lor this great and christian achpme of Eman- 
ipatiou. More blood thai, watered the 
plains and mountains of Meaco, in a just 
wm; and for which these sane conscien- 
tious citizens, howled out l ien 
airainst the Government of tacit 
try.

Sailing up that 
river, now filled with seines for shad, you 
pass a quarry of free stone. Then you en- 
ter a shop, a branch of a Urge establish- 
ment located in Merideu, which monopo- 
lises the whole business of manufacturing 
ivory. Here you find ivory combs, piano 
forte keys, umbrella tips, dice, and all kinds 

tusks. 

Then you need not smile at a veritable 
establishment for making patent inkstands, 
employing thirty men. Next you will find 
a shop turning out axe-helves; next a screw 
factory. Then you pass, on the bank of 
Uie river, another quarry, a rich vein of 
gneiss, splitting about as readily as chestnut 
timbers a vein about twenty rods wide, from 
whence have been tent vast quantities of 
stone, to various parts of Uie I' mon, and to 
the West Indies. Aud then another quany 
of red sandstone, employing three hundred 
Irishmen and their overseers. 

I had almost forgotten a whole town, 
made rich by the manufacture of all kinds 
of bells, such as sleigh, horse, clock and 
cow bells.
